LONDON, January 5.—The Earl of Derby 
last night, at a banquet of the Liverpool Re- 
form Club, announced himself asa thorough 
Liberal.

DEAR SIR—In reply to yours bearing date 
December 31, 1881, inquiring about the 
small-pox in this city, I answer there are a 
limited number of cases confined entirely to 
medical students, and as yet no apparent 


tendency to spread among the citizens out- 
side of the students. It originated from an 
infected aver within the medical college. 
There aré nine cases in all, four of whom 
have been removed to the Pest-house, three 
miles from the city. Two died and three are 
in the city doing well, but too sick to move. 
The Medical College has been ciosed by or- 
der of the Board of Health. You may rely 
on this as being a true statement of the situ- 
ation atthis writing. Every means is be- 
ing used to head off and stamp it out at once, 
with a good hope of success. Citizens are 
being generally vaccinated. The town is 


quiet and business is moving in its channels.

God didn't re- 
move him. It pleased the devil to remove 
him. The Lord gave and the Lord hath 
taken away’ 1s a lie started by old Job when 
he was in deep affliction. There is nota bit 
ot truth ia it. The Lord giveth, but the 
devil taketh away. God has so constituted 
us,“ he continued, that tnoughthe Devil 
may lay griefupon us, it soon wears out. 


Time heals us. The weeping widow will 
console herself in a year and a half by mar- 
rying another man. Watch and pray. This 
divine injunction used to trouble me a great 
deal. I couldn’t understand it. I would 
pray to the Lord and watch the devil, then 
prav to the Lord and watch the world and 
the flesh, and then 

THE DEVIL WOULD SLIP UP 3 
behind and catch me, but thank God, I am 
over that difficulty now. I pray the Lord 
and watch, too, and He protects me. He 
will not let me perish so leng as Ilook to 
Him.” 

Mr. Barnes caused people to look around 
at each other in amazement when he be- 
headed the devil. Take away the first let- 
ter,“ be said, and you have evil; remove 
the secoad and you bave vil; the third and 
you have il; the fourth and yeu have a word 
that sounds like hellitself.

WASHINGTON, January 5.—Mr. Orth rose 
to a question of privilege, stating it grew out 
of and affecting the recent appointment of 
committees ofthe House. Before stating 
the question specifically, he said: I ask 
indulgence to announce that it is my purpose 


at an early day to introduce for 
consideration and action a propo- 
sition to change the method of 
selecting committees. The vast and di- 


versified interests of the country are all 
more or less effected by Congressional legis- 
lation, and this legislation, as is well known, 


is almost exclusively controlled by the 
action of the committees. For 
this reason their formation assumes 


importance andis invested with responsi- 
bility too great to restin the hands ofa sin- 
gle individual, however capable and bonest 
and patriotic such individual may be. As 
now exercised itis emphatically a one-man 
power, and such power is always 
dangerous and in conflict with the principles 
of republican government. It ads our duty 
to see it may not at some future period be 
used to the detriment of the best interests 
ofthe people. And now asto the question of 
privilege. You have seen fit, sir, to 
assign me two committees, namely, second 
place on Rules, and chairman of Committee 
on Civil Service Reform. By the kindness 
and unwavering confidence of my constitu- 
ency, I have been for twelve years a member 


of this House, and am now 
entering on my seventh term 
of service here. With two exceptions 


there is not another Republican member who 
has thus long represented his people. Dur- 
ing that time I have served as member and 
chairman on the Committee on Private Land 
Claims, as a member of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, and for ten years as a 
member of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
part of that time as its chairman. With one, 
exception, possibly, too I am the only Republi- 
can member who ut any time prior to this ses- 
sion has ever served as chairman of any 
committee of this House.

Geaths—the Seifert chitdren. This makes 
thirty-five deaths in all, both in the city and 
at Quaraptiae, since the sma'l-pox made its 
1 several months ago. 

‘ne Health Commissioner and his physi- 
cians are still confident that the city 
will not suffer very heavily from small- 
ox during the present winter. They all 
ave great faith in the general vaccination of 
citizens that has taken place. An average of 
over 400 persons bave been vaccinated at the 
Dispe::sary every day, and besides this there 
are physicians outin the schools and among 
the dwellers in tenement districts inocu- 
lating all who areinany way in danger of 
being attacked by the disease. Yesterday 
there were about 300 persons vaccinated at 
the Dispensary. The highest number vac- 
cinated on any one day was 1,100, on Monday, 
December 26.

What Does Jay Gould Mean to do 
With the Wabash? 
3 
Is the Road te be Wrecked or Consoli 
dated With the Southwestern 
System? 


There is a great deal of uneasiness just 
now felt iu railroad circles as to what Mr. 
Gould intends to do with the Wabash. The 
recent defeat of the Humphrey’s party in 
New York was certainly accompanied with 


a certainjamount of bad feeling, despite 
everything that has been said 
to the contrary. It is rumored 


about town now that Mr. Gould’s visit to St. 


Louis will result in Mr. John C. Gaujt’s re- 
tirement from the management ofthe Wa- 
bash, his place tobe filled either by Mr. 
Hopkins or Mr. Talmage, both of whom are 
now in New York, where they were called to 
meet Mr. Gould. It is also said that Mr. 
Hoxie is to have the general management of 
the combined Gould lines between Toledo 
and El Paso, but it is more than probable that 
this is not so. It is known that 
there has been always & warm personal 
friendships between Mr. Gault and Mr. 
Gould, and the former gentleman's conceded 
ability as a railroad manager makes his 
rumored retirement allthe more mysterious. 
It is said also that there have been questions 
at issue between the Humphreys and Mor- 
gan party and Gouldand Russell Sage as to 
the management of the road,and that the 
latter agreed to pay the six hundred thou- 


sand interest for the control of the 
line.

The 
figures certainly seem surprisingly large, but 
with the enormous population of India the 
home consumption is, of course, immense.

These enormous crops in 
India and Russia strengthen our 


view that we are becoming independent of 
American supplies to a great extent, and it 
is a remarkable feature in the trade that we 
have little or no inquiry for red winter 
wheat. Messrs. have alone chartered 
twenty-five or thirty steamers of 1,500 or 
2,000 tons burden since August last to load 
wheat from Bombay. There are large quan- 
tities of Russian wheat offering,and we would: 
undertake, within twenty-four hours, to buy 
200,000 qrs.of Ghirka wheat provided we bad 
free hands. Nearly every Greek merchant is 
prepared to sell, and they are cutting each 
other’s throats in the matter of price. We 
have bought several steamers lately at 44+ 6d 
on medium samples for March and April 
shipment, and are offered the same thing for 
oY? and June at 6 to od less. The market 
is flat; we look for an improvement during 
or after January, the effect of the Russian 
shipments having died out by that time.“

STRENGTH OF INSECTS. 


Measuring the Movements of a Fly’s 
Wings and the Power of an Ant. 
From the New York Sun. 


„It you want to see muscle,“ a naturalist 
said, take a glance through this glass,“ 
pointing to a seat before a powerful wiero- 
scope. The drop of Croton water was fairly 
alive with littie round or oval bodies. There 
was nothing specially remarkable about them; 
but soon a wonderful creature rolled upon 
the scene from a distant part of the drop. In 
appearance it resembled a crystal bell. The 
edges were ornamented with a delicate 
fringe, and the entire mass was as transpar- 
ent as glass. The mouth ofthe bell was ev- 
idently the mouth of the animal, because the 
observer saw it rush along like a scoop and, 
turning down, fasten its edges tothe bottom, 
as if to secure some minute animal that was 
resisting, and a second later some object 
could be seen passing up into the body. 

It you had the strength of that animal,“ 
the naturalist said, in proportion to your 
size, you could take Trinity Church by its 
steeple and toss it ever into New Jersey. 
There are animals in this drop that we can’t 
see with this powerful glass. Suppese there 
was this same difference in size among the 
higher animals. Elephants would be as large 
as the State of Rhode Island. If this bell 
animal was as much larger than man as it is 
than these little creatures it is eating, we 
would seea gigantic scoop of jelly larger 
than than the Forty-second street reservoir 
coming down on us, Whirlinginthe water 
and causing such a suction thata regiment 
of men would, if in the water, be hurled and 
twisted and then encompassed by it. The 
strength of the creature can be imagined 
when it is known that the smallest section of 
the finest hair that could be cut seemed like 
a mountaim beside it; 7 the microscopic 
creature moved the end of an entire hair 
placed over the giass. In moving about it 
threw aside bits of algæ and mud. That could 
be compared to the act of a single man 
striking down one of the giant trees of Cali- 
fornia or kicking over a block of houses. 1 
am devising an instrument te measure the 
power of these microscopic giants. You 
see, among the lot there are always a num- 
ber that seem, from no special cause, to be in 
great terror, rushing about wildly, stopping 
at nothing, passing through masses of weed 
and mud in direct lines. Now, the force 
with which they bring up against a barrier is 
certainly the maximum of their strength; so 
I arranged a machine afterthe plan of one 
that I have seen to measure the velocity of a 
shot, the latter striking a frame and the force 
of the blow being recorded on ascale. For 
my partition I took what was evidently the 
egg-shell or cover of some microscopic ani- 
mal. I attached it by one end to a larger 
body, and the whole thing stood over a deli- 
cate scale that was cutin the glass slide, and 
as the animals rushed along they struck the 
partition or hand and pushed it around the 
scale.“ 

„What was the result?“ 

„Well, to tell the truth the first one that 
came along broke down the partition, and I 
haven’t been able toadjustitagain. When 
I do I'Il let you know. I haven’t sold any 
stock yet, and haven't even applied for a pa- 
tent, so the general public won't suffer. I 
have in hand another instrument, with which 
I intend to measure the movements of the 
wings and legs of insects per minute and 
second, and I think they can be photograph- 
ed as Well as the feet of a trotter while in 
motion. This will be fine work, as with a 
simple instrument I have shown that the 
wings of a common house fly move more 
than 200 times per second, and the machine 
lost more than half the vibrations. I 
have watched a fly for five minutes 
hanging almost in one spot under a 
chandelier, kept up by the continuous 
movements of its wings, and estimated that 
the operation required over 100,000 beats of 
the wings, or over 400 a second, or 800 sim- 

le oscillations, and the house-fivis not as 
fively as some others of the tribe. I have, in 
following bees to find their nest, found that 
they are often on the wing thirty minutes in 
forty-five,the allowsnce being for the time in 
which they were on flowers, and during that 
period they must have beat their wings 342, - 
000 times. A spider ean bind a fly securely, 
winding twenty or thirty cables of silk about 
it, in less than a second and a half. These 
rapid movements show the wonderful physi- 
cal powerofsmallanimals. Here are some 
contrivances to measure the strength of 
beeties and large insects.’’ 

One was a longibox sandedjon the bottom, 
with glass sides. At the end was a small 
friction wheel, over which ran a silk thread. 
On one end was attached a tissue paper re- 
ceptacle for weights, and the other was tied 
in aslip noose. A large black ant was taken 
from a flask, the noose caught around his 
body, and, on being released, rushed away 
upthe miniature street, hoisiing the scales 
and three grains of corn with the greatest 
ease. A small red ant was then brought 
out, and, after several false starts and show- 
ing evidence of a decidedly mulish disposi- 
tion, it ran off, hoisting a very heavy pea. 

“An ant cancarry a weight about seventy- 
five times its own,” the naturalist said. If 
you had the muscle of one of these little 
creatures in proportion to vour size you 
could lift about 11.000 pounds.”

THE next thing on the books, according to 
the prophets, is a financial panic akin to that 
of 1873, which is to occur some time between 
nowand Spring.

In fact, capita] has lately 
been concerned much more in utilizing the 
old than in creating the uncertain and haz- 
ardous new, and inasmuch as this has been 
done there is reasonable security against a 
crisis. Asfaras credit extends, however, 
there is always behind it the possibility of an 
uoreasonabie but fatal panic.

The history of the dead-lock at Albany, 
about whisp the Associated Press sends 
daily bulletins,4e interesting enough to be 
tolaandknown. It throws a most comica: 
light upon the magnificent persistency with 
which the Democratic party continues to cut 
ite own throat under the leadership of ven- 
erable donkeys. 

Last fall an entire Legislature and nearly 
all the State officers had to be elected in New 
York. Owiag to the bitter feud between the 
GARFIELD—BLAINE and the CONKLING ele- 
ments, the State was perfectly sure to go 
Democratic. All that was needed was unity. 
That had been restored the year before, after 
HANCOCK’s nomination, when JOHN KELLY 
and TAMMANY were readmitted to the regu- 
lar organization and tne State Committee. 
Considering that TAMMANY had polled over 
40,000 votes in the city alone, and thereby se- 
cured the defeat of the ROBINSON-TILDEN 
ticket, one might have supposed that the 
TILDEN managers would have been only too 
giad to keep this important element in the 
party.

As 8000 as it seemed perfectly certain that 
a united Democratic party was bound to 
carry New York, these incomprehensible 
Democratic asses deliberately went to work 
and planned a campaign to make Democratic 
victory impossible. It was not an easy task 
to accomplish this under the circumstances, 
but the so-called Democratic „leaders“ 
rose tothe necessary point of asininity, and 
after considerable difficulty accomplished 
the task. 

Tammany Hall and JOHN KELLY had de- 
clared that any ticket would receive their 
hearty support, provided, as a matter of 
course, Tammany had the usual representa- 
tion in the State convention.

islature. 

Tammany, in spite of the refusal of the 
State Convention to recognize it and in spite 
of the most furious attacks by the press, 
again polled over 40,000 Democratic votes for 
its local candidates and elected enough State 
Senators and Assemblymen to hold the bal- 
ance of power in both Houses. That is 
though the Democrats carried both branches 
of the New York Legislature, for the first 
time in a quarter of a century, they did it 
only by counting all the members belonging 
te the Tammany organization, which they 
heve tried so hard te crush, and these mem- 
bers neturally feel their importance and in- 
dependence now to dictate terms.

IN the death of Dr. JOHN W. DRAPER, at 
Hastings, on the Hud- on, yesterday, Ameri- 
can science and literature lose one of their 
brightest lights. This distinguished gentie- 
man was born near Liverpool, England, in 
1811, graduated at the University of London 
in 1832, and emigrated to America in 1833 
He gradusted as M. D. at the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1836 and was the same 
year appointed a Professor of Chemistry 
at Hampden-Sidney College, a chair which 
he held till 1839, when he assumed the same 
department at the University of New York. 
He was the first man who took a photograph- 
ic portrait from life, which he did in 1839. 
His principal service to science was in his in- 
vestigation of spectrum analysis, his discov- 
eries being numerous and important. They 
were published at intervals between the 
years 1841 and 1850. His chief works 
were: “Human Physiology, Statistical 
and Dynamical ofthe Conditions and Course 
of Life in Man“ (1856), History of the In- 
tellectual Development of Europe“ (1863), 
„History of the Amercan Civil War“ (3 vols., 
1807-768), „The Conflict Between Science and 
Religion” (1870), anda number of scientific 
and literary monographs. Dr. DRAPER’S 
work has been earnest and successful. His 
„History of the Intellectual Development 
of Europe“ has been read in every part of the 
lobe and translated into many tongues. 
Alone it would have been enough to estab- 
lish his claim to the first rank among littera- 
teurs, but it was not alone, and all of his 
writings wili bear the keenest test of criti- 
cism. He has died ata ripe old age, full of 
years and honors, with the record ot a well 
spent and useful life behind him, but the 
simple, three-line telegram in the newspa- 
pers, announcing his death, is a striking 
commentary on our estimate of worldly fame. 
The foremost intellect of the time is extin- 
guished and we scarcely make a note of it. 
Had Prof. DRAPER been a small Congress- 
man or a war general with some notoriety 
clinging to him, the telegraph would have 
busied itself with his death and there 
would have deen accounts of sad dem- 
onstrations at his funeral and beside 
his tomb. He has done more, for 
the advancement of the world than a million 
GRANTS or a thousand GARFIELDS, and yet 
he falis like a decayed tree in the midst ofa 
lonely forest. All Europe will hear of his 
demise with sorrow, recognizing his great 
genius and appreciating the blank that he 
will leave in the world of science, and yet,we 
will not miss him as much as we would any 
one ofthe scores of little gad-flies whose 
names are always speckling the pages of our 
newspapers. How evanescent is fame! 


THE court officiais in Washington seem to 
have set themselves down to the pleasing 
task of making crime respectable. On New 
Year’s day two of the prisoners inthe Dis- 
trict jail were aliowed to hold regular recep- 
tions at which their friends and admirers were 
present in large numbers. The two gentle- 
men selected for the extraordinary favor 
of the jailers are certainly at the head 
of their respective branches of crime, 
One is a murderer who killed the Pres- 
ident of the Republic; the other is a 
thief who stole nearly two hundred thousand 
dollars from the Government. The jail is 
full of commonplace rogues, whose friends 
were not p@mitted to see them, probably 
because their crimes were not gaudy enough 
to warrant the attention. There are plenty 
of thieves in the jail besides Capt. HowGaTE, 
and yet the fact that they have not stolen a 
respectable amount of property Dare them 
from the indulgence which he receives.

H. VANDERBILT’S and 
Mrs. A. T. STEWART’S, and a fancy vase 
stood in the vestibule of Mrs. ASTOR’s resi- 
dence. In many instances every house in a 
block had a basket out. The baskets were of 
all shapes and sizes—some witb lids and 
some without. Most of them were tied with 
bright blue ribbons, though other colors 
were not wanting. When tied with black 
ribbons, as was done in many instances, it 
was plain why the family did not receive. 
There were indications about many of the 
houses where baskets were displayed that 
the inmates were «ut of the city. An un- 
usual number of fashionable people went 
out of the city on Saturday to pass the two 
holidays at residences in the country. This 
settles the fate of the good old New Year’s 
calling custom so far as “‘high-toned”’ people 
are concerned.

A NIGHT ON THE ALPS. 


How the “Breaking of a Bottle Caused 
u Mau’s Death 
From the London Telegraph. 

Advantage has been taken of the bright 
November days to make an expedition from 
Grindelwald, which has ended very disas- 
trously. Most mountaineers are familiar 
with the Bergli hut, one of the best of those 
little resting places erected to give shelter 
to persons going to or returning from a 
climb. The huts are situated at the very 
gate of the formidable part of an assent, and 
the plan adopi:distosetout from the re- 
gions of civ: ization in the evening, to arrive 
at the hut before darkness fals, to snatch a 
certain amouut of sleep, and to start at day 
break. It is necessary to keep these huts in 
repair, in order that there may be no acci- 
dents in the regular season; but, unfortu- 
nately, the repair of the Bergli hut during 
the last few days has not been una t nded 
i a disaster of a fatal and somewhat novel 

ind. 

Tempted by the fine weather, Herr Ander- 
fubren, an engineer from Interlaken. set out 
from the ee of Grindeiwaid with two 

d guides, Eger and Kaufmann, and a 
porter named Soblegal. Ail went well for 
the first part of the ascent, and the party 
were congratulating themselves, when sud- 
denly in the afternoon asnow storm swept 
down, and rapid progress was impeded. 
Schlegal, the porter, who was not a very 
«Xperienced climber, fell when the expedition 
was within half an hour of the hut, aud there 
was nothing for it but to leave the por 
fellow behind. His companions arranged to 
go forward and clear a path, and, bhaviog 
opened the hut door, they promised to re 
turn and help the porter siowiy to shelter. 
hey all but Sculegal got over an awkward 
crevasse, and when the hut was in sixbt 
Exger volunteered to return in order to give 
u helping hand tothe man who was still faint 
and heavily burdened. Egger got back to 
the crevasse and shouted for the sick man, 
but as he had not arrived so far, the guide 
thought it safer to return again to the hu 
and fetch Kaufmann, whose experience 
would be invaiuabie in a d'lemma. 

After all this uofortunate delay night had 
closed in, aud the two guides naturally knew 
that it was impossible to find the sick or 

roDably§ dying man without some sort “ 

anter. There was no such thi: g in the 
Bergli hut, but happily there was found an 
old wine bottle. Necessity is the mother of 
invention, so Egger knocked the bottom off 
the bottle, aud sticking a candle into the 
neck improvised a fair light safe from the 
wind and sufficient to discover the track. 


Kaufmann helped Ezgrer safely over 
the crevasse, and then, for 
some unaccountable reason, left his 
friend to fina the sick orter, while 


he returned slone tothe engineer, who was 
safe and 6vund tn the but. Kaufmann had 
scarcely gone beyoud reach o voice when the 
improvised lantern failed, aud Egger discov- 
ered, to his dismay, that the candle Was on: 
and he had no matches. This was a sufli- 
ciently serious pridicament, but his shout 
to Schlezal was answered, and the brave fel- 
low groped his way on his hands and knees 
through the snow to where the porter was 
prostrate. At last they met, and, sitting 
side by side, endeavored to obtain a light 
— matches the porter luckily had with 

Im. 

Scarcely had Schlegal succeeded in igniting 
a match when the worst accident of all oc- 
curred. Egger alarmed his friend witb the 
statement that in the dark he had severed an 


artery in his arm with the jagged end of the 


bottle lantern. Both were ignorant of the 
elementary principies of practical surgery, 
and es the guide was bleeding to death the 
sick porter plueked up courage and hurried 
off alone to the Grevasse, hoping to arouse the 
attention of those in the hut. He bad scarcely 
got far when r called him back. The 
guide felt thathe was dving, and implored 
not to be left alone. Besides, he porter 
could not have got over the crevasse without 
as noe. The predicament was heart- 
vending: The engineer and his guide in the 
t were pOwerless to help. as they had no 
t what@ver with them, and to have pro- 
ong the rocks and precipices 
Id have been to court instant death. So 
bleeding guide and his sick companion 
exposed in the cold and darkness, 
ose in the hut were kept prisoners 
of light 

With the first gleam of dawn Kaufman,and 
the Swiss engineer, carefully roped together, 
went back in search of the missing men, and 
both were still alive when found. Egger 
was rapidly bleeding to death from the 
serious wound in his arm, and no one inthe 
party knew how to improvise a tourniquet 
with a hatchet and an ice ax. Those who 
bad been exposed tothe cold for so many 
hours were were perisbing, so the others 
stripped off their flannel shirts and gave 
them to their companions. Aftera hurried 
consultation it was decided that the four 


could not get down to Grin- 
dewald without help, 80 a de- 
scent was made to fetch assistance 


andasurgeon, the dying and sick men 
being still left where they had been found. 
When a rescue party at last arrived from the 
valley, Egger was dead, and though the por- 
ter, Schlegul, was still alive when he was 
taken to the village, itisnot expected that 
he can recover from such dreadful expos- 
ure. It is reported that the insurance on 
the dead guide’s life can not be paid, as the 
policies only cover the risks of the ordinary 
climbing season, and consequently expire in 
October, so that the bravezfellow, who volun- 
teered on an expedition to repair a hut es- 
sential for the comfort of tummer moun- 
taineers, must leave his widow and children 
unprovided for, because he happens to 
climb in the winter, not for pleasure, but 


from necessity.

1 Says He Will be There | in 
With Ellis, To-Morrow. 


How the Condemned Passed Last 
Night. 


Parting With Their Attorneys—Seek- 
ing Consolation in Religion.

Letter to his Attorney by Kotovsky—The 
Slayers of Angusta Simon and San- 
ders to Expiate Their Crimes 
To-Morrow. 


The last hour on earth for Ellis and Ko- 
toveky is nearly at hand. To-morrow morn- 
ing before the clock strikes pine they will 
have said their last prayer, offered up their 
last appeal for mercy, and two more cells in 
Murderer’s Row will be unoccupied, and it is 
to be hoped will remain vacant, as the fate of 
the two presént occupants ought certainly to 
serve as a warning to would-be 
murderers. Ellis remains remarkably 
cool and self-possessed, and it is the pre- 
diction of many who have seen him, that 
he will die as game“ as did Erb. He talks 
but little to any one, except it is Ward, and 
then he generally converses about his{spirit- 
ual welfare. He was visited by his attorney, 
O. C. Bishop, yesterday, who assured him 
that there was no hope, and that he would 
certainly lie at the designated time. Ellis 
replied that he expected to die and was pre- 
pared, and was satisfied that Mr. Bishop had 
done all in his power to avert his unfortu- 
nate end. A sort of praise meeting consist- 


ing of prayer and bymn singing was con- 
ducted in Ellie“ cell during the afternoon by 
Rev Thomas Jefferson, a colored clergyman 
of this city, assisted by several members of 
his church. Ward and Ellis§ partfetpated in 
the services, and their voices could be easily 
distinguished during the singing of the 


bymn “Nearer My God to Thee.’ 
Kotovsky is looking better to-day 
than he has at any time since 


the Supreme Court said he had to die. 
There have been many persons who claimed 
that.Kotoysky would weaken at the last, and 
that he would have to be carried tothe scaf- 
fold. They based their opinion on bis gen- 
eral demeanor and the sic«ly, pallid counten- 
ance, Which give evidence of a general 
breaking up of his constitution. A Post-DiIs- 
PATCH reporter who had heard these pre- 
dictions coincided with the speakers: but the 
reporter, as he looked at Totovsky 
this morning, changed bis mind 
The Ketovsky, whose §trembling frame had 
almost refused to support him wheninform- 
ed of the Supreme Court decision had dis- 
appeared,and instead was witnessed Kotovs- 
ky pacing the jail floor with a rapid, steady 
tread, and a half smile illuminating his 


.| countenance expressive of a resigned and 


contented mind. Lou know,’’ said one of 
the jail “guards that|Kotovsay had a great 
hope that Gov. Crittenden would in- 
terfere in his behalf and com- 
mute his sentence to life imprisonment 
Now that he knows positively that the Gov 
ernor will not interfere he has made up his 
mindthat he is going to die to-morrow 
morniog, and he evidently finds relief 
strength and consolation in his religion, an 
that would account forthe notabie change 
in his appearance. But be the cause what it 
may, it is a fact that Kotovsky looks better 
to-day than he has for the past several 
months. Baber has not altered any, but he 
has evidently made - his mind that he 
is golug as he had 
a long conve ion with the Rev. Dr. Boyd 
last evening, and be looked much brighier 
after it was over. There is considerable sym- 
pathy manifested for Baber, and there are 
many persons who think his sentence shouid 
be com nuted. Parties interested in his be- 
half are now considering the advisability of 
summoning a Sheriff's jury toinquire into 
his present sanity... Underthe law this can 
be done, and ifthe jury found him insane it 
would remain for the Governor to take fur- 
ther action in his case. 

It will be remembered that similar action 
was taken in Redemeier’s case and that the 
Sheriff's jury pronounced that individual 
sane. Baber at one time sustained a severe 
fall, which caused such injuries as to neces- 
gitate a surgical operation and the introduc- 
tion into his head of asteel plate, since 
it is claimed that his mental 
impaired.
